HOMB THROWN IN

CROWD AT PAMAE
THS AFTERNOO

Four Are Killed and Fifteen
Hurt by Terrific
Explosion

OF FIFTEEN INJURED
FOUR SAID TO BE DYING

50,000 Marchers In Line and
Scattered Among Them
200 Bands

Sun Praveiseo, July 22.—A bomb in
o suit case, thrown into the erowd
watching marchers in San Frasecisco's
preparedness parade, Kilied four per-
sons, injured 15 cthers, and threw the
paraders into a panic at Stewart and
Market streets this afternoon.

Of the 15 injured, four ure said to be
dying,

The suit case, which was filled with
copper wires and pieces of mechaniam,
wus left on the sidewalk by the dyua-
miter, apparently with the intention of
bhaving it ul\lodc at u certain hour, al-
though no elock work attachment was
found in the ease,

The bomb exploded in the erowd lesa
than &n hour after the parade started
and while Market street was jammed
with people.

The explosion sent the crowd acat-
tering in all directions and threw the
paraders and sepetators into o pagic,

A hurry eall for police reserves nod
embulances brought mator patrols and
first wir nurses to the spot,

It required hnlf an hour for the po
liew to bring order out of confusion, und

befora the paraders conld resume their |

march.

One hundregd Red Cross nurses, who
were marching in the parade, had pass-
ed 16 minutés before the bomb explod-
ed, They were immediately withdrawn
from the parade aud rushed to the peene
to give first aid to the injured.
